Some of Them Fall to Comply With tbe 


Election JLavr. 


A dispatcu-wceived by the JOUBNAL 


from Carson yesterday states that four 
legislators-elect failed to file their' 
statements of expenses with the Secre- 
tary of 34ate on or before the pre- 
scribed time, which IB November 23d. 
A part of Section 3 of the Purity of 
Elections Law reads as follows : 


Candidates for offices to be filled by 
tbe electors of the State, or any politi- 
cal division thereof greater than a 
county, and for members of tbe Senate 
and Assembly, and Representative in 
Congress, shall file their statements in 
the office of the Secretary of State. 


Section 2 provides that every candi- 


date shall within 15 days after the day 
of election file bis statement of ex- 
penses. This in the present year makes 
the 23d the last day for such filing. 


Part of Section 4, same Act, reads as 


follows: 


If a candidate for public office re- 
fuses or neglects to file a statement 
prescribed by Section 3 of tins Act, no 
certificate of election shall be issued 
to him; neither shall any official bond 
presented or offered by him be^ap- 
proved, etc. 


This appears to be mandatory and 


there ia no doubt that the Secretary of 
State cannot legally issue certificates 
of election to the delinquent legisla- 
tors. 


The negligent quartette is composed 


of 
Flannigan, 
Senator-elect 
from 


Washoe county, Hank Martin, Senator- 
elect from Douglas, Qedney, Assembly- 
man from Elko, and Lem Allen, As- 
semblyman from Churchill. We under- 
stand that Gadney telegraphed bis 
statement from Elko on the 23d, but 
for some reason it was not filed until 
the following day. Martin Sled bis 
with the Clerk ot his county, but 
might a] well have filed it with the 
Justice of the Peace of his township. 
He, as did Lem Allen, filed after the 
prescribed date, their statements with 
the Secretary of State. Flannigan has 
filed no statement at all. He is now in 
the Enst and will not return, perhaps, 
for several weeks. 


As to tbe political complexion of the 


delinquents : Flaunigan is a Repnbli- 
ennjMartin, we believe, was elected as 
an Independent in Douglas; Gedney is 
a straightout Democrat and was the 
only one of his party elected on tbe 
legislative ticket of big county; Lem 
Allen is a Silver party man. He has 
served several terms in the Assembly 
and it is hard to conceive how he could 
have been &o neglectful, with so much 
experience in that line. 


As affecting the Senatorial contest, 


those better posted than the JOURNAL 
scribe place Flannigan and Qedney as 
opposed to Stewart, Martin doubtful, 
and Allen an avowed supporter of our 
Junior Senator, 


Doubtless each will demand his seat 


in the House to which he waa elected, 
and e.ieh will decide upon the claims of 
the applicants for admission to its re- 
spective body. As there appears to be 
no difference in the claims of the sev- 
eral delinquents it seems probable, 
and certainly just, that all should be 
admitted or rejected.
